In King 
juries che Firft’s Time we had a French War, which 
uvery indifferently carried on by thofe who were 
Authors of it, at the fame time that it was vehe- 
nly decry’d by all who were not the Authors of 
In King Gharles the Second’s Time the Nation 
exceedingly divided about the Dutch War. In 
Days of King Willam, thofe who called them- 
its Patriots inveigh'd fuch as were for a 
jat, and awhile after impeached fuch as had made 
Under Queen Anne we had a great many 
rumblers againft a glorious and a fuccefs‘ul War ; 
1 at the Clofe of the Reign the whole Nation 
mbled at an inglorious and unfafe Peace.

#, or injoy’d any Peace, without grumbling,

You alledge, that the Rights of the 
Britifh Subje&ts, which are already fettled by Trea- 
ties, and pointed out by Refolution of Parliament, 
are fubmitted to Plenipotentiaries, at the fame Time 
that you know, that it is fubje€t to rhofe Trea- 
ties, and with a View to thofe Refolutions, that thefe 


is fimply impoffible they fhould yiolate the former, 
or deviate from the latter, But no matter what

Or how can we appear 
formidable to our Neighbours? You (ell us that 
Divide &> Impera is an execrable Maxim; I think I 
may fay almoft every Week, and yet you practife it 
more conftantly than you declaim upon ir, | mean as 
far as you can practice it. You do all you cap 
to divide us, that you may govern us; if ever you 
' do, pray God you may not deftroy us! which, with- 
out Breach of Charity, we may fufpeét from fuch as 
will not let others fave us. But, Gentlemen, would 
it not have looked more like Patriots, if you had 
not begun your Clamours fo early ? Or, if even 
now you did not carry them to fuch a Height? Was 
Heat ever thought a good Ingredient tn National 
Councils?

If you 
fhould not fucceed, you will not only be tormented 
with the Curfe of Difappointment, but you will like- 
wife be in danger from thofe whom you (6 induftri- 
oufly court, I mean the People, for having obliged 
their beft Friends, much againft their Will, to ex- 
pofe the true State of Things, end to reveal the 
Nakednefs of their Country. They may very jultly 
charge on you any Troubles they may mect with, 
any Evils that may fall upon them, fince it has 
been entirely owing to you, that fuch things were 
not concealed as were leaft fie for the Eyes of Fo- 
reigners. You muft not fancy that, in fuch a Cafe, 
your high Pretences to Patriotilm would cover you ; 
thofe are already more than fufpected, and, in a 
fhort Time, this Cloak will be effeétuslly taken from 
you. It would become you, therefore, to think of 
altering your Behaviour, or, in other Words, of 
returning to your Duty, by ferving your Country 
effe€tnally, without envying thofe who can ferve it 
more effectually. Perhaps, if you negleé this Op. 
portunity, it may not offer again; it cannot be 
ong before the Eyes of your Countrymen will be 
effectually opened, and then it may nor be fo eafy 
to obtain a Pardon, as it is at prefent to retreat.
